Wide-Awake Dairymen. 
Form a Syndicate For Mutual 
Aasistance. 


A circular issued by the Eastern 
Dairymen's Association announces a 
forward step in connection with im- 
proving the quality of cheese. As a 
result of the successful experiments 
in inspection of limited areas last 
year it has been decided to extend 
this work to cover the whole fleld if 

ible. A syndicate of cheese fac- 
ories will be formed for those desir- 
ing to share in the additional instruc- 
tion. Mr. G. G. Publow, for many 
years cheese instructor at the King- 
ston Dairy School, has been appo 
general superintendent or chief in- 
structor, and will be in ch of a 
staff of instructors, to each of whom 
will be assigned the inspection of 25 
or 30 f A short course at the 
Dairy School has been arranged for 
those who desire to become instructors, 
and in order to secure uniformity of 
instruction no one will be appointed 
an instructor until he has 
course. Membership in the syndicate 
and the accompanying instruction 
and inspection are only available to 
factories paying $15 into a fund to 
cover the expenses.

BABYLONIAN DISCOVERIES. 


What Recently Unearthed Tablets 
Show. 


Herman Hilprecht, who has been 
excavating mounds in Nippur, said 
that he would devote his life to ex- 
cavating. He said: 

The contents of the tablets will 
altogether change the ideas of the 
world as to the state of civilization 
and knowledge of that early people. 
It will be seen that they knew, 2,- 
800 B. C., that the earth was a 
globe, and that astronomers took the 
same view of celestial phenomena as 
we now take. : 

“Nippur is, in fact, sixteen cities, 
one built above the other. We have 
by no means recched the lower of 
the buried cities. Much of the Tem- 
ple Library has been brought here, 
and it is now in the museum of the 
universities’ here. The temple in 
that early period was not only the 
place of religious worship; it was, 
also, the school, the college. 

“Within the last four months our 
most important discoveries were 
made. 
on my homeward voyage IT had in 
my hand a tablet upon which were 
the minutest astronomical calcula- 
tions as to the constellation Scor- 
pion. 

“One of the most interesting tab- 
lets“ is mathematical. The Baby- 
lonians, in the multiplication table 
for instance, went far beyond us. 
Our multiplication table stops at 
12; 12 times 12 is the highest. The 
Babylonian tables went up to 60. 
Their children might have sung 60 
times 60 in reciting the multiplica- 
tion table. Indeed, for astronomi- 
cal purposes, they carried the table 
out to 1,300; that is, the resulta of 
multiplication up to 1.300 times 1,- 
300 were tabulated. They wanted 
to know at once the result of large 
calculations.“

PARALYSIS OF THE FOOT, 


The patient was Mamie Weis, 4 
‘years old, whose foot was paralyzed 
o that she couid move it from right 
to left, but not from left to right. 
It seemed to the s us who ex- 
jamined the case that if the dead 
ner vo whose function iN wag to give 
power to the muscles could be sever- 
ed at a point where life still remain- 
led and united to the nerve that 
moved the foot on the other side the 
Umb would be restored to its nor- 
mal condition. It the chart of the 
nervous system be studied it will be 
seen that the nerves separate from 
one center bove the knee, one 
branching to the right, the other to 
the left. 


In Mamie Weis’ case the trouble 
was that below the knee the nerve 
was sound, but it had lost connec- 
tion with the system and was pow- 
erless for lack of force from the 
As explain- 
ed by Dr. Young, it was like a tele- 
graph wire that had ceased to work 
i because of becoming disconnected at 
some point between the main line 
and the sounding key. The logical 
course in such an emergency would 
ibe to reconnect the wire and restore 
the flow of electricity. Applying 
this reasoning to the case of Mamie 
Weis, Dr. Young argued that if he 
could sever the nerve and attach it 
to the nerve that runs parallel with 
it the lost current would be regained 
and the paralysis cured. 


GREAT CARE NECESSARY. 


As may be imagined, such a deli 
‘cate operation was not performed 
without careful preparation. Dr. 
Voung studied the nervous system 
in that part of the human anatom 
‘with great attention for severa: 
weeks. He located the nerve by 
means of studious exploration in the 
dissecting-roont and was ultimately 
assured that he could find the nerve 
in a living person's leg, sever it at 
the right point and reunite it to the 
living nerve. It is impossible to 
imagine anything more thrilling in 
surgical science than this operation. 
To find a nerve in the network that 
runs through the human body ts a 
work requiring the utmost skill. But 
to sever that nerve, transfer it to 
another part of the limb, bore a 
hole in the living nerve there and 
‘insert the end of the severed nerve 
in this hole, is almost too delicate 
an operation for human comprehen- 
sion. Vet this was actually done, 
land done successfully. 


But it was one thing to perform 
an operation in the presence of 
crowd of medical men and another 
to declare the skill of the surgeon 
had cured paralysis.

None of the offspring of 
the tuberculous animals, 17 in num- 
ber, have developed the disease. Re- 
peated injections of tuberculin often 
result in a failure to respond. Six- 
teen. animals that had responded 
once to tuberculin failed to respond 
to the subsequent injections in ten 
out of 20 instances, or 50 per cent. 
The postemortem examination of cer- 
tain animals, which previous to 
slaughter were apparently in good 
physical condition, showed the disea 
physical condition, showed the dis- 
ease extensive, virulent, and evident- 
ly in the infectious state. The post- 
mortem examination of certain ani- 
mals, slaughtered in some cases 16 
months after first response, showed 
mere traces of the disease, which had 
then made little or no progress, and 
the encysted condition of the nod- 
ules might indicate possible recov- 
ery. The slow ‘progress of the dis- 
ease in certain animals, and the 
rapid progress in others, took place 
at the same time under the samo 
sanitary conditions. Individuals, 
therefore, possess different powers of

Ing physical symptoms of disease,

The big leaf-cutting ant of the 
| tropics is the most proficient species 
in the agricultural line. These ants 
visit plants and cut little fragments 
| out of the leaves. Sometimes they 
will ruin a whole plantation over 
night, leaving the plants with rag- 
iged fragments 6f their foliage, Un- 
| til recently it was supposed tnat the 
|leaf-cutters ate the pieces of leaf. 
But now it is known that they car- 
rv the fragments to their mounds, 
where they chew them over and over, 
moistening them at the same time 
i with acid secretions, until they have 
made a soft spongy mass. This is 
‘kneaded and worked over and 
‘again until it is a big heap full 


i of 
small holes. In this spongy mass 


| the ants deposit the spores of a cer-| 


‘tain fungus which forms the greater 
part of their food supply. Different 
species of ants have diflerent species 
of furigua. 

The most highly developed of them 
all is grown by a Bradilian ant. It 
is known as the Rozites gongilop- 
hora. This fungus is very rich and 
full of albumen, which is particular- 
ly loved by the ants. To produce 
most albumen the fungus must not 


ape permitted to seed. Of course this 


is a simple matter, well known to 
every florist and agriculturist. But 
it certainly is worderful that ants 
should have learned it. They attend 
o the, pruning of the fungus stems 
and suckers just as carefully as a 
human planter would. As soon as 
the fungus begins to grow it sends 
out fine threadlike stems into the 
air. It these are allowed to grow 
they will finally bear spores. But 
the ants do not permit them 
grow. They keep certain members of 
their colonies busy biting them off 
the moment they appear. After be- 
ing pruned for a short time the fun- 
gus begins to develop little swellings 
which are particularly rich in albu- 
men.

The following article is republished 
from the Toronto Globe of B&cember 
16th last, and is particularly interest- 
ing asdealing witha new scheme of 
rural education that may be intro- 
duced into this country before long, 
owing to the scarcity of teachers and 
the growing difficulty in keeping 
small country schools supplied durfhg 
the whole year. The special despatch 
to the Globe from Ottawa says: 


Prof. Robertson, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Dairying, has just re- 
turned from a visit of investigation 
and observation to a portion ot the 
State of Ohio, where remarkable pro- 
gress has been made in the inoprove- 
ment of rural schools by the plan 
known as that of consolidation or cen- 
tralization. He had invited Mr. R. H. 
Cowley, Inspector of Schools for the 
County of Carleton, and Prof. Loch- 
head, head of the Department of Bi- 
ology at the Ontario icultural Col- 
lege, to accompany him. Their des- 
tination was Trumbull County, Ohio, 
which lies about twenty miles south 
of Lake Erie, and adjoins the western 
border of the State of Pennsylvania. 
This district was chosen because the 
conditions of climate, roads, distribu- 
tion of population and character of 
school system are not materially differ- 
ent from those of the settled parts of 
Ontario. 

The country in that part of Ohio is 
comparatively level. Dairy farming 
is the main occupation of the people! 
The chief crops are Indian corn, other 
cereals, hay and grass. A little fall 
wheat is grown, but scarcely enough 
for the home use of the farmers. The 
orchards and fences were for the most 
part frail souvenirs of the t. The 
farm houses, barns and fields were 
evidence that the people were fairly 
prosperous and well-to-do, but not so 
much so as in the more adyanced 
rural distriets in many counties in 
Canada. The townships are five miles 
square, intersected in both directions 
by central roads. Other roads run 
parallel to those every mile and a 
quarter in both directions. That 
marks the country into blocks each 
one and a quarter miles square, 


PIONEER OF CENTRALIZATION, 


> 

Six years ago Gustayus township be- 
came the pioneer in that part of the 
United States in the consolidation of 
rural schools. There were nine school 
districts in the township and as many 
small schools. Then the districts were 
united into one, and a central school 
was erected at a cost $3,000. It is a 
frame building, containing four well- 
lighted class-rooms, a small recitation 
room and cloak rooms. Instead of 
nine teachers in little isolated schools, 
there are now a principal at a salary 
of $65 ver month, and four assistant 
teachers at $32 or $30 per month in 
the united school. Nine nice-looking 
yans are used to convey the children 
from and to their homes. These wag- 
ons or school vans have comfortable 
seats running lengthwise of the ye- 
hicles, waterproof canyas covers and 
spring gearings. Before consolidation 
the average attendance at the schools 
in that township was 125. On the day 
of the visit by the three Canadians it 
was 143 out of an enrollment of 162. 
The year before consolidation the cost 
of maintenance of the nine schools of 
the township was $2,900. Four years 
afterwards the cost of the centralized 
achools, including the conveying of 
the children, was $3,156, being an in- 
crease in expenditure by the township 
on its school system of $256. How- 
ever, the average attendance at the 
central school was so much greater 
than at the single district schools that 
the cost of education was decreased 
$1.50 per pupil on the average attend- 
ance, Moreoyer, three years of high 
school work is carried on in the con- 
solidated school, and the total cost of 
that is included in the $3,156. 

The ple in fiye adjoining town- 
ships have also consolidated their 
schools, Those of Gustavus, Kinsman 
and Johuston were selected for special 
scrutiny as presenting typical phases 
of the system. The schools of Kins- 
man and Johnston townships have 
been consolidated for two years. At 
Kinsman the enrollment of pupils was 
146, and eight school vans were em- 
ployed. At Gustavus 162 pupils were 
on the rolland nine vans were used. 
At Johnston 175 pupils attended 
school and ten vans were in service. 


SCHOOL VANS, 


The contracts for conveying the 
children to and from the schools are 
given to responsible persons. These 
are under bond to provide comfortable 
covered waggons, and to comply with 
the lations of the school authori- 
ties. The vans hold from 15 up to 
over 25. The longest route traversed 
was about six miles. The yans arrive 
at the school at from 10 to 20 minutes 
before 9 o'clock, the hour at which the

forenoon session begins. The after- 
noon session closes at B.30 o'clock. At 
Johnston School, where the closing ex- 
ercises were observed, the children 
were in the vans etarting for their 
homes in less than five minutes after- 
wards. At Kinsman the eight vans 
are engaged at an average cost of $2.07 
per school day; at Gustayus the nine 
vans at an ayerage of $1.25, and at 
Johnston the ten vans at an average 
of $1.27. The price of the vans was 
from $100 to $135 each. All the vans 
observed were drawn by two horses 
each, The drivers who were conversed 
with said they had not known of any 
injury to any child. They said the 
regulations required them to wait for 
the children at any house for a period 
hot exceeding two minutes, that, as a 
matter of fact, it was rarely necessary 
to wait one minute, and that a case 
where the children missed the van or 
were left from being late was yery un- 
common. The average attendance at 
the schools confirmed all that. 


THE SCHOOL WORK. 


The scope of the work in all these 
schools is substantially the same. In- 
nad Cowley reports that the 
three lowest grades overtake the work 
ordinarily covered by the © public 
schools in Ontario. The highest grade 
goes as far as our continuation class 
grade A being competent to accom- 
sed about three years of high school 
work.” 


Through the courtesy of Professors 
Craig, Diehl and Crawford, the Princi- 
pals of the three schools, the self-con- 
stituted delegation from Canada was 
enabled to test the system of consoli- 
dation in all its essential bearings, ob- 
taining valuable information not 
hitherto recorded on State reports. 
That included among other things the 
free expression of the opinions of the 
pupils themselves on the relative 
merits of the old and the new. This 


part of the inquiry was followed up| 


particularly by Inspector Cowley, who 
gives asummary of some of the re- 
sults as follows: 


\ 

“About 5 per cent. of the pupils 
preferred walking to the old school 
rather than riding in a van to the new 
school, Almost without exception, 
these were pupils who now have four 
to six miles of a drive in place of a 
former walk of one mile or less, At 
the same time these pupils expressed 
a decided preference for the work of 
the consolidated school. The evidence 
of both pupils and teachers goes to 
show that ridin 
comfortable and free from injury. to 
even the youngest children. The in- 
creased enrolment of pupils and the 
yery high percentage of regularity in 
attendance struck the visitors as re- 
markable. For the past three months 
the daily average attendance at the 
Kinsman School, which is in that re- 
spect typical, was 91 per cent. of the 
number of pupils enrolled. More 
striking in this connection is the fact 
that the percentage of regular atten- 
dance among the youngest pupils—

Professor Robertson sums up some 
of the advantages afforded by the con- 
solidation of rural schools and the free 
transportation of pupils. 

(1) It results in the attendance of 
a larger number of the children in the 
locality, particularly of those under 
the age of cight years and of those 
over fifteen years, 2 

(2) It brings about a more regular 


attendance of pupils of all grades of 
adyancement. 

(3) It ensures the ane and 
retention of some teachers of\ higher 


qualifications and longer experience 
in rural schools, 

(4) It creates conditions for a pro- 
per classification of pupils and for 
such a grading of the schools as per- 
mits the pupils to be placed where 
they can work to the best advantage 
for their-own improvement, 

(5) It permits the time table to be 
80 arranged that teachers can give 
each class and every pupil in the Sans 
more direct help and supervision. 

(6) It provides the beneficial in- 
fluences of fairly large classes of pupils 
of about equal advancement (a) by 
more companionship ; (b) by friendly 
rivalries to excel; (e) by children 
learning from each other, and (d) co- 
operating under careful discipline, 
and (e) by class enthusiasm. 

(7) It makes it convenient for boys 
and girls in rural districts to obtain a 
high school education without leaving 
home, 

(8) It leads to the erection of better 
school buildings and more satisfactory

Canning said he could always tell 
in advance when he was about to 
make one of his best speeches, by a 
chill running through him, caused by 
a fear of failure. ‘ ;

He was known as the Prince Ru- 
pert of debate, and seemed so self- 
possessed as to be incapable of em- 
barrassment.

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 


Symptoms Much the Same in the 
Human Being as in the Cow. 


‘This is a disease affecting cattle 
‘and cheep especially, but oceasion- 
ally transmitted to horses, dogs, 
cats and poultry, and also to man. 

In cattle it is characterized by 
fever and by an eruption of little 
_ blisters in the inside of the mouth. 
The blisters are at first filled with a 
colorless fluid which later becomes 
| cloudy, and then the blisters break, 
leaving sore places, which heal slow- 
ly. A similar eruption occurs at the 
cleft of the hoof, and also frequent- 

ly on the udder. In the latter case 
the eruption is of serious conse- 
quence to man, for from it the 
milk may bo contaminated. While 
the cow is ill, however, the 


| mill usually becomes very scanty,

lasts from ten days to two weeks, 
, but for some time recovery the 
cow is in poor condition and gives 
but little milk. io?

Many Deer were Killed. 


The fall of 1002 was a severe season 


on the deer of Ontario's northern 
woods. There were in all 5,165 deer- 
hunting permits issued, an increase of 
75 over 1901. Non-residents secured 
A permits, double the previous year, 
while 150 persons were given permis- 
sion to huwt moose. Of those given 
permits 2.681 were settlers. The Can- 
adian Express Company carried 2,286 
deer weighing 248, pounds, while 
the Dominion Express Company car- 
ried 240 deer. In addition thousands 
of animals were killed and driven 
away in sleighs by the settlers, and of 
these there is no record.

If he would read he could know that 
nearly half of the solids of that 
skim milk is milk sugar. It is the 
milk sugar that is split up into lac- 
tic acid and makes the milk sour. 

The fattening power of the sugar 
is gone when it is turned into acid. 
But the effect is still worse when 
this sour skim milk is fed to calves, 
for the calf will not thrive on such 
food. as well even as the pig. In 
our own Work we find that sweet 
skim milk is worth considerably 
more than can be got from it in pig 
feeding by using it to feed to grade 
heifer calves. To raise likely heifers 
till they are ten months old and 
then sell them will bring more mo- 
ney for the skim milk than if it is 
fed to pigs., Of course, the pront is 
still more increased Hf the milk is fed 
to thoroughbred calves. - 

But what amazes us is the low 
estimate farmers who really pretend 
to be dairymen put upon the feed- 
ing value of skim milk. 

The following bit of experience will 
show what it can be made té be 
worth : 

We know of a farmer but a short 
distance away who raised a bunch of 
Guernsey grade heifer calves and 
sold them at ten months of age for 
$20 each. They were fine and 
thrifty, but not fat. He fed them 
4,000 pounds of skim milk each, and 
to each a dollar’s worth of oats and 
a dollar’s worth of flaxseed meal. 
He counted the calves worth. 82 
when, a week old, for that was what 
the calf-buyers would pay him. Tak- 
ing $4 out of the twenty to pay for 
the infant calf, the oats and flax- 
seod meal, he had $16 left to

A Bloemfontein, Orange River Col- 
ony, despatch says: The conference 
here on Friday between Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain and about 40 
Boers of the extreme party, intlud- 
ing Ohristian De Wet, at which Mr.

Have Been Established With Sat- 
isfactory Results. Wy 

In many districts of Great Britain” 
auction sales of live stock have been 
held annually for years. Large num- 
vers of pure-bred animals for breed- 


ing purposes have been marketed in 


this way, besides a great many 
“store” cattle and other animals. 
In several provinces of the Dominion 
‘provincial sales of this kind have 
been established with satisfactory 
results, and have created a feeling 
in favor of county or district sales. 
There are hundreds of farmers . 
throughout Canada who raise year- 
ly from. one to four good breeding 
males, and perhaps a few females. . 
Many of these men understand the 
principles of stock breeding, 

have from time to time bred note 
show yard specimens... Yet the 
gress and profits of these men has 
been greatly hampered because of 
their inability to sell their surplus 
stock promptly. In some years they 
have 95 able Roc sell 5 other 
years they have. to a num 
ber of animals longer than their 
means of feed warranted. On the 
other hand many farmers desire to 
obtain suitable breeding males, but 
do not know where to buy what 
they require at a reasonable price. 
The cost of travelling from place 
to place in search of suitable uni- 
mals deters them from purchasing 
at all. 

With the [dea of bringing buyers 
and wellers into touch with each 
other, a number of breeders of pure 
bred cattle in Durham, Northumber- 
land and Bdjacent counties last year 


formed the Central Ontario Pure 


Bred Stock Associafion, and start- 
ed a series of annual auction sales. 
Their initial sale was fairly satistac- 
tory and they are now arranging for 
their second sale, which is to take 
place at Campbelicroft, on the 18th 
of March next, with J. W. Martyn, 
of Conton, as President, and W. B. 
Campbell, of Campbelleroft, as See- 
retary of the Association, 

There are many other counties 
and districts which would find it 
beneficial to inaugurate sales of this 
kind, and as a guide to breeders 
interested in the subject, the rules 
governing the Central Ontario’ sale 
are given below : 

1. A committee of three will be 
appointed to inspect entries, value 
same, confer with contributors, and 
reserve the right to either with- 
draw from sale or accept the bid 
offered, 2.

LEPROSY IN FRANCE. 


Special Hospital to Be Erected 
For Its Treatment. 


The revelation that leprosy, exists 
in France to such an extent as to 
call for the erection of a special hos- 
pital has caused quite a care in 
Paris. It appears that there are 
nearly a score of cases under treat- 
ment in the St. Louis Hospital, and 
the Municipal Council has been 
asked to vote 25,000 francs for the 
erection of a special pavilion, so as 
to isolate them from the other pa- 
tients. 

It appears, however, that leprosy 
is not a contagious disease and that 
the other patients run no risk of in. 
fection. The doctor in charge ot 
the hospital, however, fears that the 
lepers may be attacked by tubercu- 
losis, to which they are peculiarly 
subject. As cases of tuberculosis are 
treated in the same ward) he thinks 
it better to erect a special pavilion 
for the lepers. ‘This declaration as 
to the non-contagiousness of leprosy 
will come as a surprise to most peo- 
ple, as it is a popular. belief that 
the disease is contagious in the 
highest degree. As, however, there 
is not the slightest grounds to doubt 
these declarations of men of the em- 
inence of Dr. Allopean and his aids, 
the Parisians need not fear the out- 
break of an epidemic of leprosy.

An Missionary Sermons. 
Rev. Mr. Burton Makes aii Sarnest and 
Eloquent Appeal to the Bellevilic > 
Anglicans. 


The Belleville Daily Ontario of Mon- 
day contained the following notice of 
the Madoc Rector's sermons in that 


city :— 

Two particular! werful appeals 
were made at St. Troeneas’s Church 
yesterday on behalf of the diocesan 
mission fund, by Rev. W. W. Burton, 
rector of Madoc, who is recognized as 
at once the most eloquent and earnest 
of the missionary priests of the 
Diocese. In the course of his sermons 
he said that the Church in the Diocese 
is, to his own certain knowledge, face 
to face with a great opportunity. It 
had an opportunity 50 years ago when 
people in large numbers came into 
our back country, but it had neglected 
it. Considerable * was made 
between the years 1 and 1886, but 
since that time the advancement has 
not been so marked, and at the pres- 
ent time the work is at a standstill. 
Several missions haye been closed be- 
cause priests have not been provided 
for them. There is a great field, he 
showed, for spreading the church in 
the north; all that is needed is for the 


a to recognize their full respon- 
sibili 


ty and act upon it. He had 
found in the northern part of this 
county many families who for many 
ears have waited patiently for Mother 
Jhurch to come to them. In one 
family which had not known the 
ministrations of the Church for 50 
years, he found the Prayer Book open 
at the collect, epistle and gospel for 
the day. These were the people who 
waited and longed for Mother Church, 
and it is the duty of the more favored 
of her children to supply the needs of 
their brethren. He also said he found 
everywhere that men are more and 
more willing to hear what the Church 
has to say, and earnest effort would 
bring them under the influence of her 
holy teachings. The different collec- 
tions of the day were given to the 
fund, and a goodly sum was realized. 
Rev. Mr. Burton has for many years 
been a devoted missionary priest in 
the Madoc parish, and he speaks with 
a knowledge of the conditions which 
exist. It has been said by churchmen 
that if it could be managed, great im- 
tus would be sure to be giyen to the 
iocesan mission work generally if he 
were to devote all his time to advo- 
cating its cause in the settled parishes.

TO TEST EGGS. 


A new method of testing eggs for 
their freshness has been communicat~ 
ed to the Agricultural Society of 
Saxony. An egg plunged in water 


according to its age, owing to en- 
largement of the empty space at the 
thick end by evaporation of water 
from the white. Hence the egg 
takes a different position in the wa- 
ter. Fresh eggs remain horizontal, 
an egg three to five days old makes 
an angle of 20 degrees with the hor- 
iron, one eight days gives an angle 
of 45 degrees, and at the end of 14 
days the angle is 60 degrees. An egg 
three weeks old lies at 70 degrees.

In 1851 
he was appointed to the Upper house 
of the Province where he remained 
until Confederation in 1867, when 
he was calied to the Dominion Sen- 
ate. 

For several years he was a Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas be- 
fore that court was abolished, From 
1858 to 1862 he was a member of 
the Executive Council of his Pro- 
vince, 

In politics Mr. Wark has always 
been as strong a Liberal as in re 
ligion he has been a Presbyterian. 
Before the British North American 


Provinces were federated he carnestly Vv 


advocated some form of commercial 
union between them, but before the 
larger scheme of Confederatton his 
imagination balked and he opposed 
it strongly. He still regrets that it 
was accomplished in the way it was, 
but contemplation of ite advantages 
has broadened him into an advocate 
of the still greater idea of the com- 
mercial and legislative federation of 
the British Empire. In 1897 he 
moved in the Senate a resolution 


favoring this, and the recent closer 


drawing together since the South 
African war has been a great delight 
to him. He has also been a strong 
advocate of trade reciprocity be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States. During the annexation ex- 
citement of some years ago he wrote 
a reply to Gen. Butler's advocacy of 
that scheme which excited much com- 
ment. 

His interest in education has al- 
ways been keen, and the reforms in 
the educational system which have 
made possible the present provin- 
cial universities were largely due to 
his persistent efforts. For twenty 
years he has been a member of the 
senate of the University of New 
Brunswick, which in 1897 conferred 
upon him the degree of LL.D. 

Senator Wark was married in 
1860, when he was 56 years of age. 
His wife is long dead. The Senator 
lives now, in a house he built in 
Fredericton only a few years ago, 
with his only child, a daughter, and 
a couple of servants, whose work, 
as far as Waiting upon him person- 
ally is concerned, is a sinecure. He 
looks after himself as well as most 
men half his age, and in his lodgings 
in Ottawa aske for little more care 
than is given to any of the other 
boarders. 

He has always had a reputation 
for childlike blandness, has the Sena- 
tor, but tradition says that he used 
to be a dangerous man in a horse 
trade. Current report indicates that 
in this respect, also, his natural 
force is not abated.

Cabbage Soup—Cream of cabbage 
soup deserves to be more generally 
known than it is. While this is a 
staple article of dict among the 
Adirondack guides, it is both deli- 
cate and nourishing, and quite equal 
to cream of tomato soup. Chop the 
cabbage quite fine and cook in boil- 
ing salted water until quite tender. 
Just before serving pour off most 
of the water, add milk, pepper, a 
little butter, and more salt, if neces- 
sary, and thicken with a little flour 
Stirred smooth in cold water. As a 
Winter salad the cabbage plays a 
conspicuous part. When it is to be 
shaved, for cold slaw or salad, it 
should be laid in cold water for an 
hour or two, to crisp. Dressed with 
lemon juice and the best grade of 
olive oil it is much more delicate 
than when vinegar is used. This is 
the simplest and most digestible way 
of serving it. When celery is unob- 
tainable a little crisped cébbage may 
be used in combination with veal 
or chicken, while it also combines 
well with salmon, tomatoes, lobster, 
cucumbers, sweet peppers and 
shrimps. 

Dressing for Cold Slaw.—A good 
cold slaw dressing is made in this 
way : Have ready three cupfula fine 
shaved cabbage. Put into your 
frying pan or chafing dish—for this 
is an approved chafing dish recipe to 
serve with smelts—four level table 
spoonfuls of butter and two rounded 
teaspoonfuls of flour, Melt until 
creamy ; add a level saltspoon of 
white pepper or speck of cayenne, a 
level saltspoon of salt, a teaspoon- 
ful of mustard, four teaspoonfuls of 
sugar and a half cupful of vinegar, 
and cook until smooth. Beat the 
yolks of two eggs until lemon, color- 
ed and add quickly to the vinegar, 
pouring the hot mixture over the 
egg. A half cupful of cream can also 
be used if desired. Pour the Vinegar 
rapidly in the cream and it will not 
curdle, Milk is more apt to curdle 
on account of its lack of oil. If you 
use milk double the quantity of but 
ter. The secret in not having it 
curdle is to cook the butter and 
flour until creamy, add the cold 
cream and vinegar gradually and 
when cooked stir in the heaten yolk 
of egg. This dressing may be pour- 
ed over the cabbage while hot, or, 
preferably, when cold, 

Another excellent cabbage salad is 
made in this way: Chop or shave 
fine a medium sized head of cabbage 
and season to taste with salt and 
pepper. For the dressing beat tho 
yolks of two cers, add two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter and beat 
again. Add a tablespoonful of thick 
sour cream, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a sprinkle of mustard, half a 
cupful of vinegar and beat until 
thoroughly incorporated, Pour over 
the cabbage and mix. 

Cabbage Hash—In the making of 
chow-chows and other winter relishes 
to go with fish, oysters. cold meats 
and baked beans the cabbage has no 
peer.

Health Board 5 Drastic Change 
in Law.

The Provincial B Board of Health 
has adopted recommendations which 
it is proposed to incorporate in new 
legislation to govern yaccination,

OOOKRING MUTTON, 

To deprive mutton of the « 
flavor which characterizes it cut 
as much of the fat as possible, and 
when a joint is to be cooked place 
it upon a rack in the pan instead of 


allowing it to be cooked in the fat. 


A leg of maitton boiled or roasted, 
the neck is stewed. Chops are boll- 
ed, a taddle is rohsted. Caper 
sauce is served with boiled mutton. 
The sauce is made as follows: Take 
about half a pint of good melted 
butter and stir into it one and one- 
half tablespoonfule of chopped es- 
pers and two tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar. Stir the sauce over the fire, 
letting it simmer very gently for 
about a minute. Serve in a sauce 
tureen. 

The following are some excellent 
suggestions for cooking mutton: 

Rolled Loin of Mutton — This 
makes an excellent dish hot or cold. 
Get your butcher to bes; the joint. 
for he will use sharper knives than

Serve as a first course 
at lumcheon, or as a fruit salad at- 
ter game, or as a dessert. 

Browned Sweet Potatoes — Cook 
the potatoes first by baking slowly 
or by steaming. Remove the skin, 
cut them in thick slices and put 
them closely into a baking dish, 
suitable for serving. Make a syrup 
with two cups of sugar and one and 
one-half cups of water boiled until 
thick, Stir in two cubes of butter 
measuring one and one-fourth inches 
each way. And, by the way, this is 
the mensure for an ounce of butter, 
which it is well to remember, and, 
if one’s eye be correct, time and 
utensils may be saved by using this 
standard instead of the spoon.

USEFUL HINTS. 

The most wholesome form in which 
onions can be consumed is when 
boiled. Fried or roasted they are 
more indigestible. Boiling removes 
most of the pungent volatile oil, 


A and. any degree af mildness desired 


may be secured by changing the wa- 
ter several times in the process of 
cooking. 

Where white spots appear on pol- 
ished surfaces from the dropping- of 
liquids or from heat the immediate 
application of raw finseed ofl will 
generally restore the color. The oil 
should be left on the spotted sur- 
face for several hours, or over night. 
When the color has returned, the 
spot should be ropolished with a 
piece of cheese cloth moistened with 
turpentine. 

Oatmeal will absorb about four 
times its own bulk of water, 80 
when: it is cooked the proportions 
should be four cups of water to one 
cup of oatmeal. Oatmeal is fit to 
eat only after long cooking. Six 
hours is none too long. If cereals 
are under-cooked they are unwhole- 
some, and often cause sickness which 
is attributed to other causes. 

A shortening just as goo and 
cheaper than lard is obtained by 
rendering flank suet, which butchers 
generally call cod fat. It generally 
costs about six cents a pound and 
makes a soft, fine white shortening 
which is excellent for pastry, cook- 
les, gingerbread, etc. An easy way 
to render it is to cut it into long 
strips, run it through a nieat-chop- 
per, then put into a granite vessel 
and set in the oven to melt. It re- 
duces to a clear oll in a few hours. 

Onions are a nerve tonic that is 
not to be despised. No other vege- 
table will so quickly relieve and tone 
up a worn-out system, and nothing 
will clear up a poor complexion — 80 
quickly as the free eating of onions. 
Gen. Grant 80 fully realized the 
Value of onions that on one occa- 
sion when planning an important 
military campaign he refused to 
move until his army had been sup- 
plied with onions. 

Good winter succotash can be pre 
pared frdm canned corn and dried 
lima beans. The beans should be 
soaked over night in cold water and 
in the morning drained, put into 
fresh water, simmered two hours, 
then put with a can of corn, a cup 
of cream or a cup of milk with a 
little butter, seasoned to taste and

The ice on the riversand lakes owing 
to the early accumulation of snow 
only ‘attained a thickness of three or 
tour inches and this will break up 
earlier than usual, At present the 
teanjsters have to reduce their loads 
owing to the condition of the ice. Re- 
ports show that the output of square 
imber owing to the lack of skilled 
labor and the natural difficulties will 
be less than was first figured on.

THE AGENCY OF SHEEP. 


Where this column stood to guide 
the belated traveller, at “Dunstan's 
Pillar.“ through the dréary waste, 
is now one of the best cultivated 
and most noted farms in Britain, 
and contributes its quota of winners 
innumerable at the Royal and other 
prominent English fair grounds. In 
the County of Lincoln those high 
tablelands running east and west 
across the county, known as wolds, 
are farms which are now bringing in 
respectable rentals. Thus, the 
County of Norfolk, the eastern por- 
tion of which is probably the poor 
est, naturally, of any part of Eng- 
land.“ having been nothing but a 
pure white, blow-away sand, piled 
up in little mounds. Here are now 
found large, well tilled farms, and as 
presperous’ «a class of farmere as 
any in Britain. There are also many 
farms of from 1,000 to 2,000 acres 
that have from five to ten acres of 
permanent pasture immediately sur- 
rounding the dwelling, and on which 
only sufficient cows are kept to e#up- 
ply the family with milk and butter. 

Without cattle | Yes, and 
out hogs. Now it is possible to 
farm one thousand acres 
without cattle and hogs. The prac- 
tical answer, as exhibited on these 
sheep farms, is the growing of green 
crops and the feeding of them to 


In looking at the means adopted— 
not to keep up a naturally fertile 
soil, but to reclaim and bring into 
condition the waste places of the 
earth—we find that this hae been 
wrought, and on these farms to-day 
are to be found the wealthiest  far- 
mers in England. On these same 
farms the : 

ENGLISH MALTING BARLEY 
is grown to its greatest perfection ; 
and that it can only be grown on 
sheep farms successfully has been 
so often demonstrated that any one 
conversant with the question would 
not try to make ono believe that it 
can be grown elsewhere so success- 
fully. The means first adopted was 
large applications of artificial man- 
ures, usually bone dust; then en- 
couraging the growth of clover and 
other green crops, followed by 
turnips, all eaten of the land by 
sheep, so that by constant treading 
the soil became consolidated sufh- 
ciently, and by the return of all 
green crops it became rich enough 
to grow grain. Though these solls 
are now rich in plant food, they 
could not be kept up without sheep, 
and to-day without them they must 
go out of cultivation.

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OUR DEBT TO THE EMPIRE 


Chamberlain Says We Owe Much 
to Britain. 


A London despatch says: Cham- 
berlain’s speech at Grahamstown, 
South Africa, on Monday was evi- 
dently intended for a wider audience, 
and constitutes the clearest fndica- 
tion of a general Imperial policy 
that Chamberlain proposes to pur- 
sue. He declared that the Mother 
Country would defend its heritage 
to the last man, but the colonies 
had their share of responsibilities 
for the Empire. Last year England 
spent £60,000,000, besides the war 
debt. He was, he said, achlressing 
all tHe colonies when he said they 
were not doing what they ought in 
regard to obligations to the Empire. 
The increased vote of Cape Colony 
for a fleet was not sufficient to keep 
for six months the warship Good 
Hope. He would agree that the 
first duty was at home, but all hope 
of the Umpire's future was based on 
co-operation with the Mother Coun- 
try. He said he was anxious that 
the colonial asptration should be 
partners in the Empire, whose mis- 
sion was justice, freedom, and equval- 
ity. He added: Who knows when 
ithe next blow will fall? We, by re- 
jmaining one people, shall prove that 
the Empire is founded on a com- 
munity (ot sacrifice.”"

tribunal provided for in the Alaskan 
Treaty, ratified by the Senate on 
Wednesday. When the treaty was 
first submitted to the Senate it pro- 
vided for the appointment as mem- 
bers of the tribunal to fix the bound- 
ary line of a High Court of Judica- 
ture, which is the usual form in the 
tsenty phraseology of Great Britain. 
At the suggestion of members ot 
the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, the language was changed so 
that impartial jurists of repute’ 
could be appointed, and it is under 
this characterization that 
Root, Lodge, and Turner have been 
chosen, They will have the selec- 
tion of an agent who shall act as 
their counsel, and the case of the 
United States must be presented to 
the tribunal within two nionths after 
the exchange of treaty ratifications. 
The work of the tribunal will take 
its members to London for several 
months during the coming spring 
and summer. Tho compensation of 
the jurists and their agent and 
clerks is to be fixed hereafter by a 
joint committee, The President on 


Friday transmitted to the House a 


copy of the treaty, together with a 
draft of a bill appropriating $100,- 
000 to carry out the provisions ot 
the treaty.

While Britain's midshipmen con- 
tinue their glorious traditions of hrav- 
ery and -heartedness, Britons 
need not fear for their prowess on the 
sea.

India, against two guns, and 
carried it out successfully, for which 
he was afterwards giyen the Victoria 
Cross, A recent recipient of the Vic- 
toria Cross is also a middy—Basil John 
Guy, another Yorkshireman,or rather 
boy,“ from Sed h, where his 
father is Vicar. Basil Guy was at- 
tached to H. M. S. Barfleur, in the Far 
East, and during the recent famous 
siege of Tientsin he greatly\ dis- 
tinguished himself by his gallantry in 
carrying a wounded seaman across a 
fire-swept zone with the utmost cool- 
ness and sang-froid. It must be a 
ga. to young Mr. Guy to recol- 
ect that almost the last thing the late 
Queen did was to express her inten- 
tion of giving him the Victoria Cross 
for this grand act. 


A TEN-YEAR-OLD HERO. 


Last, but not least, one must re- 
member the child,“ the little lad, 
who never actually got the Victoria 
Cross, but whose name was on the 
lips of thousands of wounded and 
dying men at Inkerman, who died 
asking God to bless him. 

There are soldiers yet living to-day 
who raise their hats reverently when 
the name of Bugler Thomas Keep is 
mentioned. Little Keep was only ten 
years old when with the Grenadiers 
at Inkerman. As he stood in the 
thick of the fight he heard a wounded 
soldier say how much he would like 
a cup of tea.“ And the little lad set 
about making him one thereand then. 
He ran for some water, he made a fire, 
and he put the water on to boil as 
coolly as if he were in barracks. He 
helped as many of the wounded men 
as he could to come near the fire, till 
they felt revived by its warmth, and 
he carried round his tea to everybody 
within reach, His little legs tired as 
he went with his can of tea from one 
dying soldier to another until it was 
a marvel that he did not fall from 
pure exhaustion. 

Time after time bullets struck him, 
but he never heeded them. One pass- 
ed through his hat, one cut his coat, 
and one fell down his trousers-leg. 
But he stopped not; his scarlet coat 
gleamed along the field as he trotted 
with his tea from the fire to the 
Grenadiers and others as coolly as if 
on parade, And he was only ten 
years old! 

It was a tremendous 2 
ment to the whole of the British 
Grenadiers that little Thomas Keep 
neyer was awarded the Victoria 
Cross; they felt it cee gi Until a 
few years ago he worked at the Army 
and Navy Stores in Victoria Street, 
London. He was ever kind and 
gentle, that bronzed man, and few of 
the customers who heard his comrades 

all Tom“ when needing him, ever 
e that that quiet packer was 
ont of the very bravest of the many 
Britih boys who have erer fought 
with che British Amy or Navy, and 
who, if his name was never inscribed 
on the Victoria Cross roll, neverthe- 
less has it inscribed upon the hearts 
of the Bi tish Grenadiers for ever.

A re- 
cent writer on Siam gives an ac- 
count of the learning of the King of 
Siam who died in 1868. He was a 
trained Oriental linguist, and corres- 
ponded in fluent English with many 
Englishmen of distinction.

A HoRSEMAN S VIEW. 


“Driving a fire engine may look 
easy,” said a stout gentleman re- 
cently, but I wouldn't undertake it 
for $1,000. I love horses and, as 
you know, I drive some pretty good 
goers, but when it comes to the 
trick of getting up behind two or 
three of the big fire gallopers — oh, 
not Why not? Well, there are sev- 
eral reasons. In the first place, 
these horses are always kept in 
Prime condition. They are as full 
of fire as some of the houses they 
are driven to, and when they get 
started on their runs it takes a 
pretty good pair of.arms to control 
them. It is one thing to handle a 
pacer or a trotter on a wide road- 
Way, and another thing to guide 
three big horses when they go jump- 
ing along a crowded thoroughfare 
with heavy wagons behind them. If 
& man wasn’t well up to snuff these 
horses would yank him out of his 
seat in jig time. And if he didn't 
have a quick eye and a quick mind 
and big chunks of muscle, how would 
he avoid collisions when going lick- 
ety-split among trolley cars and 
wagons? 

“When I was a kid, the ambition 
of my life was to drive a fire truck. 
1 age e mind about that long 
ago. I saw nothing in it ex- 
cept glory and excitement. Now I 
can see nothing in it except a pe- 
cullar kind of danger. I haven't got 
to tackle it even if the 
Fire Commissioners would let mo. 


A LOVER OF DANGER. 


“I don't want any such job,“ said 
another gentleman. No such a job 
ms that for me, observed the short 
man at his side. But, say, I 
would just like to drive those bounc- 


some time about midnight. 
I’m not sure that I could stay in 
the seat or control them even then, 
but it would be straight going and 
u clear way, and I might do the 
trick all right. In the daytime and 
in crowded streets, however, I would 
rather watch the horses and let 
someone else do the driving.“ 
MUST KNOW STREETS. 


“It isn't so hard,“ said one of the 
drivers, but then it ain't so easy, 
either. It's a sort of a betwixt and 
between. There's one thing about 
driving a fire wagon that most peo- 
ple don’t know anything about. The 
drivers have to keep posted on the 
condition of the streets, They must 
know, in the first place, the shortest 
way from tho engine or truck-house 
to every box, particularly in their 
Own districts, and they must know 
on what streeta there is good going 
and on what streets there is bad, 
and what streets are torn up, or 
temporarily closed. How do they 
know these things? Well, whenever 
the street department, the gas com- 
pany, or any other concern digs up 
a Street, word is sent to fire head- 
quarters, and from there it goes to 
the captains of the different truck 
and engine houses. The captains 
notify the drivers, and there you 
are. When the streets are opened 
again the same procedure is followed, 
and so the captains and the drivers 
always know—or always should 
know—just what streets are not in 
shape for traffic. 

That's important. 
of this kind. Suppose we were go- 
ing to a fire through a narrow 
street, and that half way down the 
block, or near the far end, there 
Was an excavation thet we didn't 
know about. If the horses didn't 
tumble into it, the apparatus would 
have to be stopped, and if it 
couldn’t be turned around, it would 
have to be backed out of the street. 
That would mean a serious delay, 
and so to avoid things of this kind 
the drivers must all keep well post- 
ed. 8 
All that this fireman said about 
the work of the drivers is true, and 
yet the story isn't told. It has an- 
other chapter which relates particu- 
larly to the drivers of the steamers. 

WITH THE STEAMERS. 

They run the same risk as the oth- 
er drivers, and, like them, these men 
must know the condition of 
streets. They must also know the 
exact location of the fire plugs. 
Some of these engine drivers know 
where every fire hydrant in the city 
is located, and in case of a fire they 
can drive directly to the plugs near- 
est the blaze. The usefulness of 
this knowledge does not end there. 
In every case more than one steam- 
er responds to an alarm of fire. As 
soon as the alarm is sounded the 
drivers know where the box is. They 
also know where the nearest fire-plug 
is located and where others are to 
be found in the vicinity. It is an 
easy matter for each driver to tell 
when he starts out whether his en- 
gine, or some other steamer, will 
et to the fire first. The question is 
simply one of distance. If he is 
nearest to the box that is pulled he 
drives directly to the hydrant that 
In all probability is closest to the 
blaze; if he knows that another com- 
pany will get there first and take 
the nearest plug, he directs his 
horses to the next best hydrant. If 
the alarm happens to be a second or 
a third, or a general one, the driv-

PASSING OF THE BEARD. 


World is Shaving Again After 
Fifty Years of Whiskers. 


Nothing is presently plainer in a 
world that loves its little mysteries 
and likes to keep the observer in a 
state of tremulous suspense about a 
good many things, than the fact that 
it is beginning to shave again. It 
has always shaved, more or less, ever 
since beards came in some fifty years 
ago, after a banishment of nearly 
two centuries, from at least the 
Anglo-Saxon face, says - Harper's 
Weekly.

HOW LIQUID FUEL I8 USED. 


Those who have had no practical 
experience in the use of liquid fuel 
are often surprised at the elaborate- 
ness of some of the methods employ- 
ed to secure efficient combustion of 
the oil.

„ RUNNING A FURNACE, 


With all the ingenuity of man he 
has failod to yet utilize nearly all 
tho heat there is in coal. There are 
many farmers like myself in these 
times of coal famine, we must run 
them as economically as possible, 
writes Mr. R. Holden. 
The first and most essential point 
i 5 is u good draft. Without that it

NEW BUILDINGS AT OTTAWA 


Will Be Erected at a Cost of 
$2,000,000. 


An Ottawa despatch says The 
Minister of Public Works has kot 
plans prepar lor a new depart- 
mental building. The new building, 
if it is decided to build, will con- 
nect with the present Langevin block 
on Wellington street, and extend to 
O’Cdnnor street. It will de one 
building throughout, taking the same 
style of architecture and the same 
material as the present block.

The 
groups to the right and left of the 
arch are symbolical of agriculture, 
commerce, mining and manufactures. 
The figures in the niches between the 
columns might be two of Canada's 
greatest men.

LIES OF HISTORY. 
Historical Wonders Dwarfed When 
Truth is Known. 


Just as, some thirty years back, 
Sir Florelli uncovered for us the 
ruins of Pompeii, thereby 
to form a very excellent 
Grst century oi the Christian era, 80. 
during three years past, have the 
Germans been uncovering ancient 
Babylon, says the London Express, 

The results have been, though 
scientifically interesting, somewhat 
disappointing, for the city has prov 
ed to be by no means either mag- 
nifeent or 30 extensive as popular 
imagination has always pictured it. 
Indeed, Dr. Koldwey, who is in 
charge of the excavations, asserts 
positively that the famous walls 
were certainly not more than eight 
miles in circumference. 

Nor is this all, for not only was 
the city comparatively insignificant, 
as regards size, but even its vaunted 

endor and wealth of architectural 
dethii..could, the doctor declares, 
have had N real existence. Sun-dried 
mud brick constituted the only 
building material available, and 
large and imposing edifices could 
not possibly have been constructed 
by their aid alone, 

In reality the explorers have con- 
vinced themselves, by actual meas- 
urement, that not even in Nebuchad- 
perzar’s royal palace was there a 
single private apartment which 
would be considered large cnough 
nowadays for a lady's boudoir. The 
biggest public room was the ban- 
queting hall, wherein occurred the 
“Meno, mene, tekel upharsin“ inci- 
dent, and this was barely fifty feet 
long. The houses of the common 
people were moro hovels. 80 per- 
ishes a cherished illusion. 

It is probably the same with not 
a few of the semi-mythical wonders 
of olden times. The famous Colos- 
sus of Khodes, for instance, which 
has given a word—‘‘colossal’’—to 
the English language, and which 
was esteemed one of the seven won- 
ders of the world, would, if stand- 
ing to-day, be quite dwarfed by the 
gigantic statue of Liberty erected at 
the entrance of New York harbor.

THEY FEEL OVEN HANDLES, 


How Bakers Tell the Temperature 
of the Oven. 


“Bakers have a curious way of tcl- 
ling just what the temporature of 
the oven is, said a baker who has 
been in the business for more than 
a quarter of a century, and they 
can tell, too, with almost imarvel- 
lous accuracy. You take a man 
who is an expert in the business, 
awd he can tell what the teimpera- 
ture of the oven is by simply touch- 
ing the handle of the oven door. 
Bakers have other way’, of course, 
of testing the heat of the oven. For 
instance, when baking bread they 
sometimes throw a piece of paper 
into the oven, and if it turns brown 
the oven is at the proper temper- 
ature, or, when baking other things, 
they will throw a little flour into 
the oven in order to test the heat. 
But the baker's fingers are the best 
gauge, and when you come to think 
of the diferent temperatures ro- 
quired in baking different things, it 
is no small achievement to even ap- 
proxinrate the heat of, the oven by 
touching the handle'of tho oven 
door. 

“Bakers say that during the 
ing time of a loaf of bread, after 
it has been placed in the oven, it 
ought to be in a temperature of 75 
degrees Fahrenheit. During the 
baking process the inside of the loaf 
must register at least 220 degrees. 
In baking rolls, buns, scones, fancy 
cakes, muffins, and things of that 
sort, the oven must show a heat of 
450 degrees higher. When the ovon 
is at 400 degrees, it is fit for cream- 
puffs, and other fancy confectionery. 
At 350 degrees, what are technical- 
ly known as ginger-nuts and snaps, 
ami so on, may be baked. It ro- 
quires a still lower temperature to 
bake wedding cakes. But what- 
ever temperature the baker wants, 
he can tell when he has it by sim- 
ply touching the handle of the oven

Most people have heard of the 
ohn“ wind of Switzerland, that 
warm, dry pale which comes over 
the mountains and in spring will 
melt two feet of snow in a day.
